A Washington dispatch says the po 


iitio»l interest of the present week in 
Congress will centre in the Senate. 
On Friday last Senator Edmunds gat* 
notice that yesterday ba woald call op 
th» report ol the Judiciary Committee 
itt the Daskin (Alabama) case, which 
involves the controTersy between the 
President and ths Senate at to the right 
of the latter to ha»e information in thi 
files of the Esecntive Department rela- 
tive to suspension from and appoint- 
ments to office. 
The views of the Dem- 


ocrats are eipressed ia the recent mes- 
sage of the President, and the rtport of 
the minority of the Judiciary Commit- 
t«e prepared by Senator Push. 
The 


debate promises to be long and spirited 
and it is certsin that the Kepublican 
leaders will make as much political cap- 
ital as they can. Logan, Eiaumda, Sher- 
man, Harrison and Hoar will lead ths 
Bepnblican fight, and Pngh, Jackion, 
MoPhereon, Call and Morgan will d» 
battle lor the minority. The principal 
point ol the controversy is whether the 
Senate has the right to see the papers 
on file in the Executive Department re- 
lating to the suspension of officials as 
well as papers bearing upon appoint- 


ment*. 


The burden el Senator Edmunds' ar- 


gument in support of this proposition 
is, that as under the law a suspended 
official resumes his position at the ex- 
pirati<% of the session cl the Senate, i( 
hi« successor has not been confirmed, 
ths Senate, in the eiercise of its con- 
senting power, should know whether a 
man BO pronounced by the President is 
really unfit to hold the office, and wheth- 
er th« suspended official is really fit to 
be allowed to continue in the discharge 
of his public duties. Mr. Edmunds »ill 
contend that the President has declared 
that he would not moye term officers ex- 
cept for cause, consequently some Tslid 
reason, not political, must exist for the 
suspension of the 650 Federal officers 
that havo been suspended by the Preii- 
dent since the 4th of March, 1885. 
If 


the Senate is to say that the successors 
of these men shall not be cenfirmed, 
thereby restoring ths old officers tothtir 
place, it assumes the responsibility ol 
keeping men in office that the Eiecntite 
has declared are unfit to hold office. 
To justify the Senate in assuming such 
a responsibility it is entitled to all the 
information that the public records con- 
tain showing the reasons of the Presi- 
dent for making suspensions. 


The Democratic Senators will main- 


tain that the Senate has not anything to 
do with the reasons that impelled the 
President to make official changes, and 
that any attempt to compel the heads 
of depaitments to furnish information 
that the President desires to withhold i» 
an infringement upon the constitutional 
prerogative of the Executive. 


The Attorney-General is said to hate 


recently rendered a verbal opinion upon 
the tenure of office. It is this which 
causes the Democratic Senators some 
annoyance. He holds that in the eTent 
of tho failure ol the Senate to confirm a 
nomination to succe ed a suspended officer 
the person suspended is to resume bis 
office at the expiration ol the session ol 
the Senate; and further, that if the Sen- 
•te does not act upon the nomination, 
either favorably or adversely, the Presi- 
dent will not be justified in reappointing 
the same person during the recess of 
Congress. 
If thii opinion ol the At- 


torney-General is correctly reporUd, and 
the Senate refuses to act upon any num- 
ber of nominations, the President, should 
he follow the advice of the law officer ol 
the Government, would be compelled to 
take entirely new men for the positions 
that he has once filled. Under a Repub- 
lican administration it has been held that 
the President has a right, il he ohooees, 
to reappomt men who have failed ot con- 
firmation either because of non-action 
by the State or, m a few instances, 
where nominations have been absolutely 
rejected. 


Mrs. Benjamin H»rsis Brewster, wife 


of ex-Attorney General Brewster, died 
at her residence in Philadelphia yester- 
day morning. 


% John F. Miller, United States Senator 
from California, was one of the rich men 
of the Senate and belongs t» the coterie, 
of that body, familiarly known aa the 
"Millionaire Club." He was born in 
Indiana in 1831, his parents being Vir- 
ginians. He received an scademical ed- 
ucation at Soutn Bend and was fitted for 
college at Chicago, but did not enter. 
He began the study of law in 1849, and 
graduated nt the New York State Law 
School in 1852. He began practicing at 
South Bend, but soon went to Califor- 
nia, where he practiced law for three 
years, when he returned to Indiana, and 
resumed practice there. 
In 1860 he 


was a member of the Slate Senate, but 
resigned to enter the army as a Colonel. 
He commanded the Twenty-ninth Indi- 
ana Volunteers, and was soon placed in 
command ol a brigade, serving under 
Sherman, Baell.Kosecrfcs, and Thomas, 
receiving severe wounds in the battles 
of Stone River and Liberty Gap. 
He 


was promoted to Brigadier General, and 
in the battle of Nashville commanded 
8,000 men. 
He was brevetted Major 


General for conspicuous bravery. At 
the close of the war he was offered a 
high commission in the regular army, 
but declined it, returning to California, 
whero he was Collector of the Port of 
San Francisco for four years. He de- 
clined a reappointment. He was a Re- 
publican candidate lor Presidential Elee- 
to*in 1872-76-80, and was a member of 
the California State Canstitntional Con- 
vention in 1879. 
He was elected to the 


Senate as a Republican to succeed New- 
tor Booth, and took his seat March 4, 


• 1881. 
His term would have expired 


March 3, 1887.

A CABEOM BKUUISI.—The latest sen- 


sation in Carson society, says the Free 
Lance, is the report that legs! proceed- 
ings are about to be instituted by the 
heirs of the late M. B. Dow, who died 
in this city two months ago, for the re- 
covery of the property left by him and 
DOW in possession of his reputed widow, 
known in this community for the past 
twenty years as Mrs. Dow.

A reporter en- 
deavored to interview Judge Harris on 
the subject, but as he is himself a news 
paper man nothing definite could be 
learned from him. The above particu 
lari wa» gathered from street reports. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dow have for years been 
respected residents of Carson and Mrs. 
Dow has been quite prominent in relig- 
ious circles. They were a quiet couple 
and have excellent reputations for the 
unitorm decorum of their daily lives. 
Mr. Dow was a hard-werking, indus- 
trious man—a wheel-right by trade. 
He had none ol the conventional char- 
acteristics ol the gay. Lothario and has 
been frequently remarked since 
the 


story leaked out, no one would have 
taken the old man for a masher.
